differ according to the taste of the wearer. 
here is great opportunity for the display 
of individuality, yet, effective as original 
ideas often prove to be, in this case they 
should not verge on the fantastic. 

One of the first to introduce this new 
idea in hair ornaments was an English 
woman famous for her taste in matters of 
dress. That the fashion was not hers alone 
was proved by the fact that at the same time 
she appeared at the opera wearing a gold>n 
net, one of New York’s smart set displayed 
the same kind of ornament in her hair 

One such net had fine threads of gold 
woven in a diamond shaped mesh and fitted 
loosely over the softly puffed hair. With 
the yellow, glistening bands barring her 
golden hair, the effect was more than mere 
ly pretty Sometimes a wider network is 
preferred, and in that case fair sized pearls 
may be used 

Sometimes two kinds of beads are used, 
combining two sizes of pearls, gold and 
pearl, turquoise and pearl, or, in fact, any 
pretty and effective combination that one 
finds becoming.—Adapted from the New 
York Herald 


Stringing Pearls. 


EARLS pass through many hands be- 
fore they reach the possession of the-r 
fortunate owners; but not the least im 
portant function is that of the pearl-string- 
ers, under whose care they are placed for 
the purpose of being formed into orna- 
ments, It is the task of the pearl-stringers 
to blend the colors, to graduate the sizes 
and to string the pearls in such a manner 
as to insure their finally appearing to their 
best advantage. Only the keen eye of one 
used to the handling of some thousands of 
these precious gems annually can do this 
to perfection. 

Pearls arrive from India and other parts 
of the world in small bunches, with silver 
tassel ends; they are then handed to the 
stringer, who lays them out upon a long, 
velvet covered tray, furnished with grooves 
of various sizes and depths; the pearls are 
then put into the grooves réady to be 
matched. Presuming a rope has to be made 
of fairly fine stones, the first thing to be 
done is to pick out the largest and finest 
pearl and place it alone in one of the large 
grooves. This forms the center of the rope, 
then the two next best pearls of equal color, 
size and shape are picked out and placed 
one on each side of the center pearl, then 
the next two, and so on until the two ends 
are reached, where all the oval and irregu- 
lar shaped pearls are placed. 

The matching 6f each side of the rope 
is so correctly accomplished that on being 
put into the scales very few grains’ differ- 
ence, and often none whatever will be found 
in the weight of the two sides. Large 
pearls, as a rule, have very small holes 
drilled in them, the reason being probably 
on account of their great value, one grain 
sometimes making a difference of many 
dollars. On that account only very fin 
material can be used to thread them on, 
and considerable risk is run of losing some 
of the stones. 

The pearl-stringer has a brilliant way of 
effectually preventing such mishaps by plac- 
ing a neat little knot close to each pearl.

Endeavor to Pass Bill Relating to Polish 
ing, and Protest from Jewelers. 

AnBANy, N. Y., March 19.—In the final 
rush towards the closing session of the Leg- 
islature, there have appeared a few bills of 
interest to the jewelry trade. One of these 
is an act introduced by J. F. Ahern, in the 
Assembly, to amend the Labor law, that 
relates to polishing and buffing. This law 
forbids the employment of women or of 
boys under 18 at polishing or buffing but, 
heretofore, was not so worded as to affect 
the manufacturing jewelers. Mr, Ahern’s 
amendment inserts the words “tripoli” and 
“rouge” as among the polishing materials 
with which women are forbidden to work at 
wheels. The text of Assemblyman Ahern’s 
amendment to the polishing law is as fol- 
lows: 

“Employment of women and children at polish 
ing or buffing.—No male child under the age of 
18 years, nor any female, shall be employed in any 
factory in this State in operating or using any 
emery, tripoli, rouge, corundum stone or emery 
polishing or buffing wheel. The owner, agent or

Ex-Employe of The Gorham Mfg. Co. 
Confesses to Thefts. 

Frank U. Suling was a prisoner in the 

Jefferson Market Police Court, Thursday, 


on a charge of larceny by the Gorham Mfg. | 
Co., silversmiths, 19th St. and Broadway, | 
New York, by whom he had formerly | 


been employed. Suling had been a clerk in 
the leather goods factory of the company, 


43 E. 20th St.. and as such had often | 
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brought to the company’s building, at 19th 
St. and Broadway, pay slips of the piece 
workers in the factory, which he cashed 
Suling was discharged, a week ago, and an 
investigation showed that a large number 
of these pay slips were fictitious and that 
the name of the superintendent, W. S 
Wilkinson, which they bore, had been 
forged. The house detective, David J. Lar 
kins, who made the investigation, Thurs 
day, proceeded to Jamaica, L. I., and there 
arrested Suling, who in the meantime had 
started in the livery stable business. Suling 
was taken to court and remanded until 
Friday. He admitted forging the slips and 
obtaining the money in this way, and was 
held on the charge of grand larceny in 
default of $2,000 bail to await the action 
of the Grand Jury. The police stated that 
Suling’s thefts would amount to $5,000, but

Makers of Solid Gold Watch Cases Only, 
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Beware of This Bogus Representative of 
Cornell & Andrews. 

Cornell & Andrews, gold and silver re 
finers, Providence, R. I., and Gilbert A 
Angell, who has charge of their New York 
office, at 13 Maiden Lane, have been an 
noyed for the past two months by the 
work of a swindler who has been cashing 
checks signed with Mr. Angell’s name, and 
also giving worthless checks to jewelers 
irom whom he obtained gold on the rep- 
resentation that he was the agent of Cor 
nell & Andrews. 

In speaking of the matter, Thursday, Mr. 
Angell said that early in January a man 
called on him and claimed that he had for- 
merly worked for Goldsmith Bros., Chi 
cago, and was now buying up gold and 
silver from jewelers. He said he would like 
to do business with Cornell & Andrews, 
and asked Mr. Angell for a couple of the 
firm’s cards, which were given to him. Mr. 
Angell said he heard nothing more until 
about the middle of February, when he 
got a notice from the Fourteenth Street 
Bank, New York, that a check on them for 
$114, drawn to the order of Fred K. Fautel 
and signed G. R. Angell, had gone to 
protest. He returned the notice to the 
bank, stating that he had drawn no such 
check. The next day he received word 
from A. D. Davidson, Hartford, Conn., 
who stated that he held Mr. Angell’s check 
for $114. Mr. Angell explained to Mr 
Davidson that the check was a forgery 
The latter caused investigations to be made 
and, it is said, learned from Chicago that 
there was a professional crook of that city, 
known Fautel, who answered the de- 
scription of the man who had passed these 
checks. A few days later, Cornell & An- 
drews received word from Sol. Cerf & Co., 
Pittsburgh, Pa., asking about a man named 
Fred Lewis, who had gone to them, rep- 
resenting himself as the successor of Mr 
Angell in the employment of Cornell & 
Andrews, while, shortly afterwards, Mr. An- 
gell heard that C. A. Gager, Cleveland, O., 
had been given a check by Fautel on the 
Fourteenth Street Bank, for $135, in pay 
ment for gold which he had bought while 
claiming to represent Mr. Angell’s firm. 
The last word that they heard was from 
Pittsburgh; under date of March 15th, and 
was a letter from Edward F. Stewart, jew 
eler, of that city. Mr. Stewart said that 
he had sold gold to a man by the name of 
Fred Lewis and received in payment bogus 
checks, and that other firms of that city 
had been victimized in the same way. 

Cornell & Andrews and Mr. Angell have 
made the matter public to the newspapers, 
but have not yet succeeded in catching the 
impostor. Mr. Angell says that the de- 
scriptions of the alleged Lewis, of Fautel, 
of the man who called on him and of the 
Chicago crook all correspond. The man is 
of dark complexion, with dark hair and 
eyes, about five feet six inches in height, 
weighing about 135 pounds, with a thick 
nose bent somewhat to the right.

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Daring Burglary at the Store of Charles 
Mayer & Co. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 22.—When the 
store of Charles Mayer & Co. was opened 
on the morning of March 17, it was at once 
discovered that it had been visited by bur- 
glars. A large case filled with fine jewelry 
had been emptied. Several clerks and 
traveling men had been in the store up to 
t o'clock Sunday afternoon, so the rob- 
bery occurred between that time and 7 
o'clock, Monday morning.

There is a bridge on the second 
floor that extends over Pearl St. and con- 
nects the main store with a store room 
One theory is that an entrance was effected 
in that way 

The members of the firm and the de 
tectives are very reticent as to these 
theories or the value of the property taken, 
but it is known that the show case was 
filled with fine jewelry, small diamond 
brooches, rings and ladies’ watches. These 
goods were left in the case over night. The 
loss will, in all probability, reach $1,500 
The firm do not employ a night watchman. 
The detectives are at work on several

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Bitzer Arraigned in Court and Returned 
to Jail to Await Trial for Murders. 


GREENFIELD, Mass., March 19.—Louis 
Bitzer, the Turner’s Falls jeweler, charged 
with the murder of his clerk and son, Dec. 
31, was arraigned in the Superior Court, 
yesterday afternoon, on the two _ indict- 
ments found by the Grand Jury of the pres- 
ent term. Bitzer pleaded not guilty to both 
indictments. When brought into court, he 
seemed calm and showed hardly any emo 
tion. He was taken back to jail after mak 
ing his plea. 

Bitzer’s 15-year-old daughter, Anna, was 
present at the arraignment of her father. 
She was shot in the head on the morning 
of the tragedy, and although thought then 
to be fatally injured, she is now wholly re- 
covered, although the bullet is still in her 
head. She did not have an opportunity to 
speak with her father 

After the arraignment and pleading, 
Frederick W. Greene, senior counsel for 
Bitzer thus far, made a statement to the 
effect that the prisoner was without means 
to employ counsel and that he, with James 
J. Leary, had acted for him in the lower 
court with the understanding that if an in- 
dictment was found against him counsel 
should be assigned him by the Superior 


Court. Judge Lawton announced that 
counsel would be assigned Bitzer. No time 
has been set for the trial It may take 


place in July, or it may not come up until 
next Fall. 

The stock of goods in Bitzer’s former 
store, which was bought by Eugene Mc- 
Carthy, is being disposed of at a closing out 


sale. 


This Young Man’s Scheme of Buying Old 
Gold Arouses the Police’s Suspicion. 


BALTIMORE, Md., March 22.—The local 
police are endeavoring to come up with a 
young man who has been going through the 
northwestern section of the city, during the 
past few days, offering to buy old gold, 
silver and any kind of jewelry from negro 
servants. Several complaints have been 
made about the young man’s methods, and 
the police desire to ascertain whether or 
not the man is engaged in a legitimate busi 
ness. Some of those who have been vis 
ited by the stranger say he claims he is an 
agent of “The National Gold and Silver Re 
fining Co.,” of New York, situated on Am 
sterdam “street.” He is equipped with a 
dress suit case and some cards which he dis 
tributes among the negro servants who an 
swer the door call and which announces that 
his company will be pleased to purchase any 
valuables the people of the house may de- 
sire to sell. The card also states that he 
will call again in a few days, but if in the 
meantime he is wanted, a letter addressed 
to the General Delivery window of the 
Baltimore post-office will reach him. 

The acting marshal says the buying of 
old gold and silver from house to house 
could easily be carried on in a legitimate 
manner, but the stranger's methods in deal 
ing only with servants and offering them 
big inducements, telling them that no ques- 
tions will be asked concerning how they get 
the jewelry, silver ware, etc., they offer, 
puts big temptations to steal in the way of 
the servants and others. This may be the 
stranger's desire, as he could then buy more 
cheaply.

Contest Probable Over Question of 
Ownership of Jeweler’s Property. 

BurFraLo, N. Y., March 20.—Testimony 
taken by Surrogate Marcus, yesterday, indi- 
cates that there will be a vigorous contest 
before affairs pertaining to the $60,000 es- 
tate of the late William C. Lutz, a Seneca 
St. jeweler, are finally adjusted. Mr. Lutz’s 
stepsister, Pauline Kreuger, 60 years old, 
claims the property and to secure it has 
declared her intention to become a citizen of 
the United States, her home being in Ger- 
many. She came to this country as soon as 
she learned of the death. Anna M. Davis, 
who worked for 15 years for Mr. Lutz, 
also claims the property. 

Miss Davis’s testimony was. to the effect 
that Lutz did not own the property at all, 
but that it belonged to her and has been in 
her name since 1898. She said she bought 
it, that Lutz deeded it to her and that this 
deed was recorded; that she gave back to 
him a deed of the property which lay in his 
safe for three years or until it was turned 
over with other papers to Anthony L. Franz 
on the day of Mr. Lutz's death, in response 
to a written order from the deceased. 

Mr. Franz was a close friend of Lutz 
and he applied for letters of administration 
on the ground of his confidential business 
_ relations with Lutz. When Mrs. Kreuger 
came to this country he waited a week for 
her in New York because her ship was de- 
layed by storms. Then he took her to his 
home in this city. 


Death of Nelson M. Beach.

Beach, treasurer and general manager of the 
Bridgeport Brass Co., died, at his home, this 
morning. He was awakened by an attack 
of heart trouble and died, a few minutes 
later.

Sale of 294 Seized Diamonds to Stern 
Bros. & Co., for $5,500. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., March 20.—United 
States Marshal Fred. A. Field, yesterday, 
sold at public auction the 294 diamonds 
which, as already told in THe CircuLar- 
WEEKLY, were seized, Jan. 6, at St. Albans, 
from Hierst Stavitsky, who was arrested for 
smuggling them. 

Che auction sale attracted considerable at- 
tention and was attended by many bidders, 
both local residents and merchants, as well 
as dealers from distant cities. The local 
jewelers were on hand more for amuse- 
ment and to pass their opinion on the stones 
than to buy, while many citizens appeared 
who intended to buy should the lot be sold 
separately. 

Among the principal bidders were Leo. 
Oettinger, of Stern Bros. & Co., diamond 
importers, New York; Mr. Eisele, of King 
& Eisele, wholesale jewelers, of Buffalo, N. 
Y.; Mr. Fisk, of Smith, Patterson & Co., 
Boston, Mass.; a representative of W. B. 
Hitchcock & Co., Boston, and a few dealers 
from other cities. The stones were in- 
spected previous to the auction and were in 
eight small packages; the largest stones 
were two yellow diamonds, weighing a trifle 
over three karats each, and from this size 
they ranged down to a fraction of a karat. 

The first bid was made by Mr. Oettinger, 
who offered $2,500 for the lot. The bidding 
was spirited until the entire lot were 
knocked down to Mr. Oettinger for $5,500. 
The lot were scheduled to weigh 113 kar- 
ats, but this was a mistake, as they proved 
to weigh but 109 karats. 

When seen at the office of Stern Bros. & 
Co., 68 Nassau St.. New York, Monday 
morning, Mr. Oettinger confirmed the above 
statements in regard to the sale, and said 
that the diamonds, as a whole, were of fair 
quality and color, and were of various sizes.

The eastern States depend 
largely upon the west and south for their 
markets, either directly or through jobbing 
houses, and it is considered to be in the 
line of good business policy to exploit that 
which will bring the greatest benefit to 
the individual States. To what extent a 
State may properly extend its aid to pri- 
vate individuals or concerns engaged in 
manufacture is a question that will be 
much discussed. It is possible that,a solu- 
tion may be found in providing the in- 
stallation for exhibits of manufactured 
products, and possibly in bearing the ex- 
pense of transportation. This plan would 
leave to the manufacturer the expense of 
providing and maintaining the exhibit. No 
charge will be made for exhibit space. The 
cost of installation is the greatest hind- 
rance to a general representation of man- 
ufactured products at an exposition, and 
it is clearly to the advantage of any city 
or town to have its industries well repre- 
sented at an exposition of such magnitude 
and importance as the World’s Fair at St. 
Louis. It is highly important in any man- 
ufacturing community or commonwealth 
that the various industries be maintained 
in the highest degree of prosperity, for 
all citizens then receive their due share of 
benefits. It is upon this theory that those 
interested in the representation of various 
eastern States are proceeding, and it will 
be due to this departure from precedent 
that there will be an extraordinary display 
of manufactures from the east.

practical retrogression—a good deal of this 














demand for “something new” is entirely un- 
necessary. If an article is artistically de- 
signed and well ornamented to-day it ought 
to be good for years. The trouble lies 
largely in the fact that buyers for jobbing 
and retailing houses get tired of seeing 
things themselves and imagine that their 
customers must be tired too, when in reality 
the customers do not know often whether 
they are new or old. To be consistent in the 
desire to please buyers, manufacturers 
would have to have something new every 
time a buyer called or was called upon. 





“CITIZEN” writing to the Newark, N. 

J., Advertiser, calls the attention of 

that newspaper to the following item that is 

going the rounds of the press throughout 
the country: 

“Practically all of the jewelry made in the 
United States is turned out in New England in 
the city of Providence, the Attleboros, and the 
town of Mansfield. Nearly 50,000 people are di 
rectly and indirectly interested in the manufacture 
of jewelry. Altogether there are something over 
250 factories for the making of jewelry in these 
four communities, the output of which runs into 
the millions of dollars in annually.”

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Cotten Exhibition of America’s First 
Medalling School. 

Che art of medalling is likely to receive 
a great impetus in this country through the 
new school of die cutting, started last Fall, 
by the American Numismatic & Archzo- 
logical Society. Attention to this school is 
called at this time by the fact that it is 
about to hold what might be called its first 
exhibition. This will be held either in the 
latter part of this month or the early part of 
next at the National Arts Club, New York. 
here the American Numismatic Society 
propose to show in connection with a col- 
lection of foreign medals the work now be- 
ing done in the school, modelling in low re- 
lief and a few examples of die cutting, two 
of the steps in the attainment of the art of 
medalling as it is recognized abroad. 

Chere are only seven sudents enrolled in 
the school. While this number seems small 
it is not discouraging to the society. The 
school is in the Academy of Design, but has 


no other connection with the academy. The 
instructor is Victor D. Brenner, who for 
several years studied under Roty, the dis- 


tinguished medallist of Paris. It is the aim 
of the society to raise the art in America 
to the plane of excellence it has attained 
in foreign countries, especially France, 
where medallists are included among that 
country’s distinguished artists. In order to 
correct the fault in American medals it will 
be necessary to make into expert die cutters 
persons having a developed artistic sense 
and that is what the school aims to do. 
America has never been criticized for a 
lack of beauty in the designs for her medals. 
On the contrary the designs drawn for 
some of the medals struck to commem- 
orate important national events have elicited 
great praise abroad. But placed beside the 
medals struck for the different Paris expo- 
sitions those issued here to commemorate 
the World’s Fair and other events in Amer- 
ica have shown a great lack of artistic die 
cutters, the designs for the French medals 
being reproduced in the metal without a 
blemish, while in this country the result has 
been a loss of much of the beauty of the 
original design and an imperfect medal. 

One of the most interested persons in the 
work of this new school is Andrew S. Za- 
briskie, president of the society. In speak- 
ing of the school the other day, he said to 
a Sun reporter: 

“What we hope to do is to develop the rara avis 
through whom the art of medalling will be ele- 
vated in this country to the plane on which it is 
abroad. It may take years to do this, but America 
has never failed to produce genius to match other 
countries sooner or later, and that she will eventu- 
ally do it in this case we are confident. For those 
entering the school it is essential that they shall 
know how to draw and show considerable aptitude 
for such work. The first step after they enter is 
to teach them modeling in low relief, for the med- 
allist is one who does his own designing and die- 
cutting as well. The steps are gradual from this 
modeling until they become die-cutters. As fast 
as persons graduate from the school we hope to 
secure for them places in Tiffany's and other estab- 
lishments so that all the time our work in this coun- 
try may be improved.”

Mr. and Mrs. Ko 
pelowich were divorced, and the latter mar 
ried Judge John H. McCarthy. In her ap 
peal against Kopelowich, Mrs. McCarthy 
states that he is in the jewelry business in 
Toledo, O., and since the divorce has mar 
ried again. 

It became known, last week, that Georg: 
C. Beresford, of Maxheimer & Beresford, 
manufacturing jewelers, 13 Maiden Lane, 
was subjected to a disagreeable experience 
on his return from Cuba, about the first of 
the month. Mr. Beresford came back on 
the Ward Line steamer Yucatan, and when 
he arrived at the pier, was met by Special 
Treasury Agent Theobold, who asked him 
if he had any jewelry with him. The jew- 
eler said that he had none except a small 
diamond ring, which belonged to a United 
States officer stationed at Havana and 
which he had taken with him to have re- 
paired and then to be sent back. Despite 
his denial, Mr. Theobold made him go back 
on the steamer, telling him he would have 
to search him. In this search, Mr. Beres 
ford was stripped of all his clothing, but 
nothing was found upon him. The Treas- 
ury Agent took the ring to Collector Bid- 
well, and the jeweler made a protest to the 
Customs authorities. After a thorough in- 
vestigation, Collector Bidwell found that 
the circumstances surrounding the ring, 
which Mr. Beresford had surrendered, were 
exactly as he stated them to be, and the ring 
was released. Acting on the suggestion of 
a Customs officer, Mr. Beresford immedi- 
ately sent the ring back to Havana. 
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In speaking of the item which appeared in 
these columns, last week, to the effect that 
he had applied to the United States District 
Court for a discharge in bankruptcy from 
certain judgments, W. F. Doll explained, 
Thursday, that the judgments referred to 
were obtained on a claim arising from a dis 
puted lawyer’s bill in Canada, and have not 
and never had any connection with his bus 
iness, either in Canada or the United States 

An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed, Friday, against Solomon Nemser, 
retail jeweler, 1280 Third Ave., Manhattan. 
The petition was recorded by Moses Cowen, 
as attorney for Arthur J. Kahn & Co., job 
bers, 37 Maiden Lane, on a claim for 
$966.22. In the petition Mr. Kahn claims 
that the goods were sold to Nemser in Jan 
uary and February, that Nemser is insol- 
vent and that he has, within four months, 
transferred to various persons merchandise 
and accounts worth over $2,000, with intent 
to defraud his creditors and give a prefer- 
ence. On the application of Mr. Kahn, 
Judge Adams appointed Robert W. Thomp- 
son, Jr., temporary receiver for Nemser, 
and signed an order, restraining the Sheriff 
or City Marshals of New York from inter- 
fering with Nemser’s asscts in any way. As 
told in THe CrrcuLar-WEEKLY, March 12, 
a replevin action, for $157.78, was com 
menced against Nemser in the New York 
Supreme Court, on behalf of Milton S. Her- 
zog, but no goods were recovered under the 
writ. Other actions, it is said, are pending 
against the jeweler in the City Court. Nem- 
ser came from St. Petersburg, Russia, 
where he was in business, and started as a 
jeweler in New York, in November, 1899. 
No definite idea of his liabilities could be 
obtained, though his assets are estimated at 
less than $1,000. 

The schedules of Soloman Schisgall, 
manufacturer of watch chains, 139 Elm St., 
against whom a petition in bankruptcy was 
filed. a few months ago, were filed in the 
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United States District Court, Friday. They 
show liabilities of $9,493, and no assets, the 
liabilities being principally for advertising 
and tools. Two creditors, Jules Lewine, for 
$900, and Annie Lippman, for $400, are se 
cured by a chattel mortgage on Schisgall’s 
machinery and fixtures. The only creditor 
in the jewelry trade for a large amount is 
Adolphe Schwob, to whom the bankrupt 
owes $1,011

EMPLOYERS AS EXEMPLARS. 
ACIRCULAR-WEEELY reporter caught 
the ensuing story from an experienced 
old jeweler when in a didactic humor, fol- 
lowing a fruitful exercise of the business 
expedients he advocates: 

“The personality of the head of a well 
directed jewelry business is mirrored in the 
deportment of the employes. As the son 
‘takes after’ the father, so does the boy 
‘take after’ the boss. Observe the bearing 
of an old salesman and it will usually be a 
reflection of that of his employer. 

“The complaisance inherent in or ac- 
quired by employers cannot be taught by 
them to their help; it is learned by asso- 
ciation, by observation, by emulation. It is 
acquired intuitively. 

“Prompt attention to customers and an 
immediate interest shown in their wants— 
absent minded, inattentive deportment— 
readiness to display wares and to discuss 
their comparative merits or styles, thus 
conveying the impress that it is a pleasure 
to display beautiful handiwork and gems; 
—a haughty self-sufficient air ;—weariness 
in attention to wants;—conveying the idea 
that a concession is being made by show- 
ing one’s wares ;—either of these attributes 
in salesmen will, as a rule, have been sug- 
gested by their employers’ habitual methods 

“There are undoubtedly wearisome and 
captious customers, but the more captious 
and wearisome, the more captivated will 
they be by patient, painstaking demeanor in 
a salesman who has the tact to impress a 
customer by a contrast between his own de- 
meanor and that of the ordinary salesman 
who causes the customer to feel at odds 
with him. 

“If one’s horse is at times freakish, nerv- 
ous, capricious, let him be so, as long as he 
performs the service one expects of him, 
















to draw one’s self and vehicle over 
the roadway to one’s objective point; any 
ther course towards him only aggravates 
his peculiarities. When he finds one doesn’t 
mind it he settles down to business. 

“A courteous old Quaker jeweler on 
Chestnut St., Philadelphia, Pa., many years 
ago, told me an object lesson he gave to a 
fellow jeweler down the street. Both of 
them are now in the ‘great hereafter.’ 

“Mr. H. was called upon by a plainly but 
comfortably dressed woman, a stranger to 
him. She wanted to look at some silver. 
She was deliberate, perhaps tedious, but he 
gave her exact attention. After a small 
purchase, she volunteered the statement 
that her daughter was about to marry and 
that she now wanted to get some silver for 
her wedding outfit. Quickly selecting a lib- 
eral assortment, enough to gladden the 
heart of Mr. H., she raised the skirt of her 
dress and, from a home-made bag, drew 
forth a batch of bank bills and paid for her 
purchases. 

“While awaiting her bill of sale she ex- 
pressed her gratitude for Mr. H.’s attention, 
explaining that she was from a small Penn- 
sylvania town and came to Philadelphia ex- 
pressly for her daughter’s silver. She ex- 
pected to buy it at the store down the 
street, but while seeking the little piece of 
silver she required for her own table, met 
with such cavalier treatment that she left 
without making any purchase. She came to 
Mr. H., of whom also she had heard, and 
his demeanor was so attentive that she was 
glad to have found a man who was not 
prejudiced against people who lived and 
dressed plainly as did she and her family. 
She promised him her future trade and 
kept her promise. 

“Mr. H. gleefully told me how he rubbed 
it into his down street neighbor when they 
met, soon thereafter, and closed with the 
injunction that when serving prospective 
buyers we should remember that though 
the indigent dress plainly, of necessity, the 
plainly dressed people are not all indigent; 
and that if his down street neighbor and 
friend had been brought up a Quaker, he 
would not have made such an egregious 
blunder. 

“The old saying, ‘As the twig is bent, the 
tree is inclined,’ if fitted to this story, 
would read, ‘As the boss is inclined, the 
clerk is bent.’”

A Breach of the Medical Act. 


[From a Vancouver Newspaper.) 
¢6 A DANGEROUS weapon to put into 
the hands of any association of 
men,” said Judge Henderson, during the 
trial of Rex vs. Jordan. 

(he case itself was an appeal by Dr, Jor- 
dan from a conviction in the police court for 
practising surgery without being registered 
under the British Columbia Medical Act. 
In the course of the trial it developed that 
Dr. Jordan, in the course of his business as 
an optician, and supplying eyeglasses to 
customers, had been in the habit of using 
a card with different sized print to test the 
range of vision and accommodate the cus- 
tomer with the proper Different 
members of the medical physi- 
cians and surgeons practicing in the city, 
were called as witnesses and one of them, 
Dr. McAlpine, gave it as his opinion that 
using the card was practicing surgery. 

Mr. McPhillips, K.C., who prosecuted 
for the medical society, stated that the so- 
ciety would never institute proceedings 
against a man for only doing this. 

“But,” interrupted the Judge, “you claim 
you have the power to do so;” and he made 
the remark quoted at the beginning of this 
article. 

The case was concluded, the jury bring- 
ing in a verdict of not guilty. After argu- 
ment by counsel, Judge Henderson charged 
the jury, his remarks being strongly in fav- 
or of Dr. Jordan. His Honor said: 

“The charge against Dr. Jordan was laid 
under the provisions of the Medical Act 
passed in 1898. The Act was passed by 
the local Legislative Assembly and formed 
an association called the College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons of British Columbia, 
and only members of that association who 
are duly registered were entitled to practice 
medicine in the province. There were pen- 
alties provided for any infraction of the act 
by unlicensed persons, but the person who is 
charged with violation thereof must be 
clearly proved guilty of such violation by 
those laying the charge. Dr. Jordan was 
charged under section 63 of this Act, which 
said: ‘When any person not registered pur- 
suant thereto, for hire, gain or hope of re- 
ward, practises or professes to practice sur- 
gery or medicine or advertises to give ad- 
vice in the same, he shall be open to sum- 


lenses. 
society, 
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mary conviction before any Justice of the 
Peace and for every such offence shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding $100.’ 
“The gist of the offence, if there was any 
offence,” continued His Honor,” “was evi- 
dently advertising or professing to practice 
surgery,” and His Honor charged the jury 
upon what surgery was. The prosecution 
had endeavored to prove that Dr. Jordan 
had advertised the use of the ophthalmos- 
cope, an instrument for examining the eyes, 
but there was no evidence of this. He stat- 
ed that the definition of surgery, quoted as 
treatment by the use of the hands, or man- 
ual work, was hardly agreed to, even by 
the medical witnesses. Massage was not 
surgery, though it was an active manipula- 
tion of the muscles of the body. Why, then, 
should the mere fact of a dealer in glasses 
holding up a card for a customer to test 
his range of vision be said to constitute the 
practice of surgery? Under this construc- 
tion His Honor remarked that he must 
have undergone 30 or 40 surgical operations 
during his lifetime without knowing it. 
The jury retusned a verdict, shortly be- 
fore 5 o'clock, acquitting the defendant. 





Commenting above, the Canadian 
Optician says: 

“The fact that the accused was discharg- 
ed scarcely disposes of the case. It is a 
serious matter that a man can be arrested 
on such a charge in this country and shows 
what a dangerous weapon the medical as- 
sociation of any of the provinces may be- 
come in the hands of a viciously inclined 
executive. It must be remembered that the 
accused had already been convicted before 
the Magistrate and the case was an appeal. 
The point for serious consideration by op- 
ticians is, do you consider your own inter- 
ests and rights endangered by the action of 
the B. C. Medical Association, and the con- 
viction of Dr. Jordan before the Magistrate, 
and if so, what steps do you propose to take 
to protect them in the future? Dr. Jordan 
was not a licensed practitioner in Canada, 
being a graduate of a United States col- 
lege, so that he was practically in the same 
position as any Canadian optician in refer- 
ence to practicing optics. Such being the 
case, and the suit being an attack on every 
optician in the Dominion, the case should 
have been defended by the Optical Associa- 
tion of Canada and not by Dr. Jordan. 
Here is an excellent opportunity for the 
executive of the Canadian Association. 
While the details of this case are fresh in 
the minds of the residents of the Pacific 
Coast the chances of success in form-

ing a local district optical association are 
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excellent. The initiative should be taken 
at once by the executive, and we are sure 
that prompt response will be made by Van 
couver and Victoria opticians. We will be 
glad to furnish a list for this purpose and 
will, in the meantime, ask of the B. C. opti-

Interesting Meeting of New England 


Opticians. 


Boston, Mass., March 19.—At Young’s 
Hotel, last evening, was held the regular 
monthly meeting of the New England As 
sociation of Opticians. The address of the 
evening was by Dr. J. M. Hinson, who took 
for his topic “Retinoscopy.” It was ne- 
cessarily a technical argument, though in 
the historical review of the subject the 
speaker threw a welcome light on the 
growth of this method of determining error. 
Dr. Hinson illustrated his talk with many 
blackboard diagrams, designed to make a 
practical presentation of the general rules 
useful to the ordinary practitioner, rather 
than a theoretical study. 

The Association considered plans for their 
annual banquet, which was decided for 
May 20. A committee of three will be se- 
lected by the president to make arrange- 
ments, the general instructions of the As- 
sociation prescribing that the Maine and 
New Hampshire organizations be invited 
and that ladies be invited. The committee 
on entertainment of the national conven- 
tion, next Summer, reported progress. 





San Francisco opticians seem to have en- 
tered on a season of unusual enterprise. 
Since the first of the year several new 
stores of prominence have been opened in 
the city. Old stores are being improved and 
extended in all parts of the city. Last week 
the California Optical Co. opened to the

PRESBYOPIA. 


(The sight of age; far-sightedness.) 





BY CARL KOPPER. 


HE lengthening of sight, which de- 

pends upon the induration of the lens 
of the eye whereby the width of accommo- 
dation is abbreviated, is an experience which 
occurs with all eyes and under all condi- 
refraction. rhe results of these 
conditions are known under the name of 
Presbyopia (the sight of age): Presbyopia 
itself as a disturbance only when 
the point of sight has been so far removed 
that small objects no longer furnish suffi- 
cient light for seeing purposes. This con 
dition usually arises at the age of 45 or 50. 
Since the change is a gradual one, the be 
ginning of Presbyopia can only be estimat- 
ed. It is assumed that Presbyopia begins 
when the point of moved more 
than eight inches (20 cm.). That is to say, 
when there are but five dioptrics remaining 
for accommodation. It has been found that 
under ordinary circumstances not more than 
half of the accommodation can be contin- 
uously utilized and a larger quantity leads 
to fatigue and compels the discontinuance 
of the effort. 

Consequently, in cases where there are five 
dioptrics for accommodation for possible 
or limited use, there will be really only 
2% dioptrics. In other words, practically 
the point of vision is not located at eight 
inches, but at 16. But there are many func- 
uions which require the approach of an ob- 
ject to a distance less than 16 inches. A 
distance of 16 inches (40 cm.) would be 
too great for most purposes in which large 
objects and complete illumination are not 
being viewed. Accommodation, therefore, 
results in the same conditions as though we 
had given the quiescent eye convex auxil- 
lary lens. This requirement is met by such 
glasses as all people use with advancing age 
who have previously had normal eyes. 

Che essential point is that the glasses 
shall be strong enough to accomplish the 
purpose. It is a matter of regret that op- 
ticians frequently furnish glasses that afe 
too weak and permit the eye to continue its 
s'ruggle with an enfeeblement of which 
they should really be designed to rid it 
entirely.(') The proper adjustment of the 
distance between the glass and the pupil is 
an essential with spectacles for Presbyopia. 
If the case has a pupilar distance of, say, 
64 mm., It is necessary to furnish glasses for 
reading having 62 mm., P. D. It may be 
added here that many dealers in spectacles 
pay no attention whatever to pupilar dis- 
tance, and yet it is of the utmost importance 
that the wearer of the glasses should look 
as exactly as possible through the 
ters. 

Che general still believe in 
postponing the wearing of glasses as long as 
possible, and do not really apply to the 
optician until it is absolutely impossible to 
do without spectacles. This is a great er- 
ror. In incipient the

given a pleasure beyond all description; the 
contours which have become shady again 
become clear, colors that have faded bright- 
en up once more, objects can be brought 
nearer the eye and the eye receives a strong- 
ly lighted picture. Vision is restored in a 
moment to the same strength as it had 10 
or 12 years previously. This return of 
youthful vision is one of the most pleas- 
ant experiences of middle age. It is the 
business of the seller of spectacles to make 
it clear to the public through advertising 
matter, etc., that it is best to use glasses as 
soon as possible in cases of incipient Pres- 
byopia, and not to wait. Presbyopia should 
be recognized early; begin with 1.0 diopt. 
(40 inch) in order to make the taxing of 
the ciliary muscles as easy as possible. If 
a stronger lens is required after some little 
time in consequence of the steadily decreas- 
ing power of accommodation, give glasses 
stronger by one-half or one diopt. Have 
them worn at first only in artificial light, 
while the original glasses are to be worn 
in daylight, as long as this is feasible. 

There is a popular prejudice against 
strong convex glasses, but this apparently 
rests upon error, as may be deduced from 
what follows: 

For there is.a disease of the eye, glau- 
coma, which formerly ended with complete 
blindness, but which, for the past few years, 
has been cured, if recognized in time. 

One of the first symptoms in glaucoma 
consists in the rapid reduction of accom- 
modation, and, therefore, in frequent desire 
for stronger glasses. Those afflicted went 
to the optician every few months, and asked 
for stronger glasses, until they finally grew 
totally blind. They believed that the use 
of the strong glasses caused the blindness. 
This opinion, based upon a false interpre- 
tation of fact, was confirmed by articles ap-" 
pearing in public print concerning the wear- 
ing of spectacles. 

On the ground of science there is no rea- 
son for believing that strong convex glasses 
are a source of harm. In exceptional cases 
they may be fatiguing aftd inconvenient for 
the eyes when they disturb the harmonious 
relation between accommodation and the 
ability to focus. 

Watchmakers, as is known, work with 
strong glasses, and yet they seldom have 
bad eyes. Watchmakers are seldom found 
in eye clinics. If it is found that specta- 
cles are required unusually early or that 
stronger glasses seem to be called for at 
brief intervals, and that, therefore, the de- 
crease of accommodation is disproportion- 
ate, then there is reason for fearing ap- 
proaching glaucoma, and the help of the 
oculist should be called for in time. 
emmetropic Presbyopia, of 
course, require no spectacles for distance, 
but only for nearby objects. 


Cases of 


The phenomena of Presbyopia can also 
have other causes than the advance of age. 
[hey appear, as was said, most frequently in 
glaucoma. But beside this they also fol- 
low enfeebling diseases and precede cat- 
aract, because in such cases the lens begins 
to harden and lose elasticity. Disturbances 
of vision resulting after enfeebling diseases 
depend upon the weakening of the ciliary 
muscle and are transitory and douches for 
the eyes at 16° (R.), twice daily, morning 
and evening, are of excellent service in such 


cases. Since this remedy can never do any 
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harm, every optician should prescribe it in 
such cases. Finally, there is also a paralysis 
of the ciliary muscle to be thought of. At 
ropin disturbs accommodation temporarily 
and such disturbances of accommodation 
lasting for a longer or shorter period have 
also been observed during convalescence 
from diphtheria. 

In determining the proper convex glasses 
for Presbyopia, one generally proceeds on 
this assumption, that the objective point is 
to be moved toward the eye as far as re 
quired by the vocation of the patient. This 
distance is eight inches, equaling 20 cm.; to 
say that a case of emmetropia (normal 
sight) has its objective point at 20 inches 
0.5 meters—is the same as to say that the 
person’s lens has such power of accom 
modation that he can see clearly everything 
between infinity and 20 inches objective dis 
tance. The power of refraction of his eyes 
is, therefore, equal to two dioptrics, which 
equals a lens of % meter focal distance. 
But the visual nerves are not sufficiently 
sensitive to make clear sight possible at such 
distances for small objects, ordinary print, 
etc. If we add to the two dioptrics of nat 
ural accommodation already present three 
dioptrics of artificial accommodation, ¢ e., 
a convex lens of three dioptrics = 1-3 of a 
meter focal distance, then we have a total 
refraction of five dioptrics.(*) This en 
ables the presbyopic eye to fix itself exact 
ly at one-fifth of a meter distance. If the 
patient be hypermetropic (far sighted) then 
this hypermetropia must be cured also. 
Hypermetropia can also be cured by con- 
vex glasses. 

In the beginning of Presbyopia 1. O. D. 
= 40 in., up to 1.5 D. = 26 in., will be suf- 
ficient, so that the patient may read easily 
and continuously at the proper distance and 
do other appropriate work. Myopic eyes 
(short sighted) may also become presbyopic 
With these myopic eyes, just as with all 
other eyes, advanced age removes the point 
of vision further and further from the 
eye. But a myopic individual who has his 
point of vision say 8 in. = 20 cm. will 
never have presbyopic phenomena. When 
such persons have lost all accommodation 
and, consequently, the point of near vision 
and the point of distant vision coincide, 
this coincidence is always at the distance of 
eight inches. (*) 

It may be mentioned finally that there are 
persons who, at very advanced age, are 
able to lay aside their convex glasses and 
read without them. The cause of this so 
called “second sight” is to be sought in ac 
quired myopia. It has known that 
such people have enjoyed second sight for 
15 years and more. For the determination 
of all anomalies of refraction, such as my 
opia, hypermetropia, and also 
astigmatism, the American patented Prisop 
tometer is admirably adapted.—Translated 
from Die Edelmetall Industrie.

(*) We should say that the usual error of 
opticians in this matter is to prescribe too 
strong lenses—lenses that make accommo- 
dative effort unnecessary and, therefore, to 
the rapid loss of the power. 

(*) Plus lenses given to presbyopes for 
reading or near seeing purposes only add 
nothing to the accommodative power of the 
eye. That power remains as limited as be- 
fore. In the case of an emmetropic patient 
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having 2D. of accommodative 

3D. would enable him to see distinctly 
objects at 8 in., but he could not see dis- 
tinctly beyond 13 in., hence his range would 
be from 8 in. to 13 in. If, however, we al- 
low % of the 2 D. for comfortable use and 
give him a lens of + 2D., with this lens 
before the eye he sees comfortably at 13 in. 
by using 1D. of accommodation. He can 
then, by relaxing accommodation, see be- 
yond 13 in. to 40 in., or by using more than

of Error in the Use of the 


Chronograph. 


Causes 


HE causes of error in observations can 
be arranged in three groups: 

l. Errors proceeding from the mechanism 
itself, 

2. Errors proceeding from the greater or 
less aptness of the observer. 

3. Errors proceeding from the state of 
the medium in which the observation is 
made. 

The errors of the first group are estimat- 
ed from experience at one-fifth of a sec- 
ond and may not be more than one-tenth of 
a second in very elaborate watches. These 
errors are constant for all observations and 
occur only at the starting and stopping of 
the hand in mechanism well made. Un- 
fortunately, as we shall see from the nature 
of these errors, it is not possible to deter- 
mine in advance whether their constant 
sum ought to be added or substracted be- 
cause they may change the sign for each 
observation. 

Fig. 1 presents one of the most frequently 
employed arrangements for setting the 
chronograph mechanism going in elaborate 
watches. The wheel F is fixed on the arbor 
of the hand. R’ is a wheel fixed on the 
arbor of the fourth wheel, and R” an in 
termediate wheel mounted on the arm B: 
the latter pivots around the point O, and 
by a slight vibratory movement around O 
allows of the engagement or disengagement 
of the wheel R” with R. 

Suppose the wheels R’, R”, impelled by 
a rotary movement in the direction indi- 
cated by the arrows; the wheel R having 
stopped, we wish to start the hand. A spe- 
cial mechanism allows a rapid movement 
of ‘the piece B, so that R” engages with R. 
At this instant the wheel R’”’ has a rotary 
movement equal to that of R’, but the verv 
rapid displacement of the piece B commun- 
icates to it a movement of translation 
around R’. This movement, though very 
short. is so rapid that it completely modi- 
fies the rotary movement of R”, so that the 
teeth of R”, resting on those of R’, the ro 
tation of R” considerably increases in ve- 
locity during the instant of gearing. The 
hand then makes a jump forward. 

If the train had a movement inverse to 
that indicated by the arrows (Fig. 2) the 
perturbation would take place in the con- 
trary direction and the hand would make 
a jump backward. This will occur every 
time that the velocity of translation is 
greater than the velocity of rotation, for a 
point of the circumference in contact with 
the wheels. 





The velocity of the advance or the recoil 
will be equal to the difference of the veloc- 
ities of translation and of rotation. When 
these two velocities are equal and in the 
same direction the rotation of R” will be 
null; the hand is then inactive at the start. 
These perturbations are clearly observed in 
certain watches. 

Another cause of error difficult to correct 
lies in the thickness of the teeth. The best 
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moment of the 


gearing, the 
tooth of R” does not always fall exactly 
in a space of the wheel R, but that it pre- 
sents itself in cases similar to those indi- 
cated by the figures; that is to say, that, 
according as a tooth of R” falls forward

(Fig. 3) or back (Fig. 2) of the tooth 
presented by R, the latter is displaced either 
forward or backward (see the direction in- 
dicated by the arrows). Although this dis-

means of communication of the movement 
in this point of view would be to employ 
friction wheels, but there would be no se- 
curity in the communication of the move- 
ment.

placement is very small, it may be visible 
at the extremity of the hand, whose radius 
is much greater than that of the wheel R. 

This cause of error has been corrected by 
giving an extreme thinness to the teeth of 
the wheel R (Fig. 1). Every tooth of R” 
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jumps two or more teeth on RK while it en- 
gages normally with Rk’. This system would 
still be a cause of perturbation in the move 
ment of the hand if special care were not 


taken as to the form of the teeth-range of 
the wheels. We will not enter into details, 
every firm having its secrets for making 


teeth-ranges to overcome the difficulty. 

One of the best methods within 
knowledge is that which is applied by the 
house of Audemars, Piguét & Co., of Bras 
sus. It consists in giving to the intermedi 
ate wheel R” a special form of teeth range, 
such that each ordinary tooth carries at its 
extremity a second tooth exceedingly thin, 
designed exclusively to communicate the 
movement to the wheel Rk. The intermedi 
ate wheel R” carries a double teeth range, 
that is a number N of large teeth gearing 
with FR’, and the same number N of teeth 
exceedingly thin gearing with R and jump 
ing two or three teeth of the latter. 

\ large number of patents have been 
taken out for systems of chronographs with 
out gearing, for avoiding the errors noticed 


our 


above, but none has given entire satisfac 
tion. The principal houses have always re 
turned to the gearing, endeavoring to im 
prove it, and have reached results which 
it is very difficult to surpass in quality and 
in price. 

Che errors noticed in the second and third 
groups vary according to places and with 
each observer. With a little practice with 
a very good watch observations sufficiently 
exact can be made for most cases required; 
that is to say, with errors not exceeding 
one-tenth of a second. 

The Figs. 4 and 5 represent, the first, a 
section of the arbor of the mechanism of 
a splits seconds chronograph, and the sec- 
ond, a view of a splits seconds wheel, with 
its lever L, its spring D, and its heart- 
piece c’. In Fig. 4 we have M, splits sec 
onds hand; N, chronograph hand; R, tooth 
ed wheel; c, chronograph heart-piece; c’ 
splits seconds heart-piece; RT, steel splits 
seconds wheel; A, pipe bearing the chro 
nograph hand N. 

[he splits seconds hand and the wheel 
RT are fixed on the interior arbor, which 
turns freely in the canon K, while the hand 
M, the wheel R, and the heart-pieces ¢ and 
c’, are fixed on the canon K and turn with 
it 

According to the design, the hands M 
and N are superposed. When the stoppage 
of the splits seconds M is desired, RT is 
taken hold of with pliers by the circumfer- 
ence and prevented from turning. The 
heart-piece c’ continues to turn with the 
canon K and raises the lever L. The latter 
is constantly pressed against the heart-piece 
c’ by the spring D, so that, as soon as the 
pliers cease to act, the lever L’ tends to 
return to its original position and, conse- 
quently, to actuate the wheel RT and to 
bring back the hand M on N, whether the 
latter is in movement or repose (Fig. 5).—

BOY born at Hamilton, Madison 

county, N. Y., 53 years ago, became 
in time a watchmaker at St. Paul. The 
watchmaker at St. Paul became the master 
toolmaker of the American Watch Com- 
pany, at Waltham, Mass. He invented 
things, and his inventions revolutionized 
the watchmaking industry of America. But 
few of his countrymen ever heard of the 
man or his work, 

Then Henry of Prussia came to the 
United States and was bidden to break 
bread with the Captains of Industry of the 
New World.. The toolmaker of Waltham 
was one of the industrial captains invited 
to meet the Prince, and then the whole 
country learned that Duane H. Church, 
master mechanician of the American Watch 
Company, was an American genius. 

So it happened that a Prince of the 
House of Hohenzollern was really respon 
sible for revealing to the people of the 
country in which he was sojourning per- 
haps the greatest machinist that that coun 
try has ever produced. Now that some- 
thing of Mr. Church and his work is 
known, it is rather difficult to understand 
how it was possible for him to remain 
practically unknown to his countrymen for 
20 years. 

For a score of years he has been build- 
ing monuments to himself in the shape 
of machines that can do almost anything 
but talk, and yet had not Prince Henry 
sailed into the harbor of New York one 
fine morning in the year of grace, 1902, 
Mr. Church might have gone on working 
for 20 years longer with the world know- 
ing almost nothing of his genius. 

Until 1872, nobody, not even the man 
himself, knew that there was anything 
very remarkable about him. Up to that 
time, all that anybody knew was that he 
was a more than ordinarily good watch- 
maker. ’ 

He learned his trade at St. Paul of a 
man named Gridley. One day while he 
was working at his bench, Gridley came 
along, and picking up a watch at which 
Church had been working, looked it over, 
and said: 

“Is that the best you can do?” 

“T don’t know,” said Church. 
I might do a little better job.” 

“Then, young man,” said Gridley, “you 
just begin and do it all over again, and 
remember this: Never leave a piece of 
work until you have done the best you 


“Maybe 


can. 

The young watchmaker never forgot that 
admonition, and to the fact that he re- 
membered it he believes the success of his 
later years is due. He remained at St. 
Paul for a few years after he had learned 
his trade, and then went to Chicago. 

He had no difficulty in getting a job and 
he remained in the western metropolis for 
several years. Then he concluded that he 
wanted to see more of the world, so he 
picked up his kit and traveled about the 
west, working in this, that and the other 
town, but never being out of a job longer 
than he wanted to be. 

Finally he thought he'd like to become 


a commercial traveler. The only thing he 
knew how to sell was watches. He didn’t 
know why he couldn’t sell watches as well 
as anybody else, and so he applied to 
Steadman Hale, the western agent of the 
American Watch Company, for a job. 

He was employed to do what is known 
in the trade as missionary work. He 
wasn’t expected to sell goods, but he was 
expected to travel through the western 
country and so impress upon dealers the 
good qualities of the Waltham watches that 
agents could follow him and just find or 
ders waiting for them. 

Church kept at this work just four weeks. 
back to Chicago, walked 


Then he went 


into Mr. -Hale’s office, turned in the few 
watches he had taken out with him and 
said: 


“Here’s your truck. I’m through doing 
missionary work,” 

“What's the matter?” inquired Hale 

“Well,” said Church, “I’m tired of try- 
ing to make other folks believe things 
about watches that I don’t believe 
myself.” 

“Um!” said Hale. 
ter with them?” 

“A good deal,” said Church, bluntly. 

“Well, do you think you can make 'em 
any better?” 

“If I couldn't, I 
much of a watchmaker,” was the reply. 

“Young man,” said Hale, “you come 
around here to-morrow morning and [’ll 
set you to work in the shop and we'll see 
what you can do.” 

That was in August, 1882, and the next 
day Duane H. Church went to work for 
the American Watch Company and he has 
been in the company’s employ ever since. 
It didn’t take him long to show that he 
knew what he was talking about when he 
said he could make improvements in the 
Waltham watch and in a short time he was 
sent to the factory. 

He looked over the plant and came to 
the conclusion that it was costing too much 
to make a watch. It cost too much in 
time, and there was too much waste of ma- 
terial. He told the officers of the com- 
pany so, and he was made mechanical sup- 
erintendent of the works and told to go 
ahead and do whatever he liked to reduce 
the cost of making a watch. 

Under that commission Church began 
the work which has made him famous at 
the end of 20 years. He made up his 
mind that if a saving of material was to 
be made there must be greater exactness 
in workmanship. If time was to be saved 
there must be greater rapidity of construc- 
tion. 

he concluded that both ends could be 
accomplished if machinery could be de- 
vised to do the work that was being done 
then by human hands. So he began the 
construction of his “human machines.” 

He not only had to devise the machines 
to take the place of the operatives in the 
works, but he had to devise tools to be 
manipulated by those machines. In other 
words, he had to devise an automatic 
watchmaker and the tools with which it 
could work. Hence it-comes that in Wal- 
tham, Church is known as the great Amer- 
ican tool maker. 

The other day a Sun man had a talk 
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“Anything the mat- 


wouldn't think I was 
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ith Mr. Church about his work, and in 
he course of the conversation this ques- 
on was asked: 

“When you began to devise watchmak- 


g machinery was there any particular 


iachine or tool on which you first 
vorked?” 

“I do not know that there was,” was 
the answer. “There were so many different 
machines upon which I figured at the same 
time that I do not know that I could speci- 
fy any one in particular. The principle, 
iowever, on which I worked was the sav- 
ing of cost by increased accuracy in the 
production of parts of watches. 

“The general scheme followed in devis- 
ing all my machines was to produce some- 
thing that would complete one part of a 
watch without the intervention of a human 
hand; that is to say, the completion of a 
part of a watch by what might be called 
a purely continuous process. For instance, 
the following may give you an idea as to 
the basic principle: Where a part of a 
watch had been made by, say 15 or 20 proc- 
esses, I brought all of the processes to- 
gether in one machine and finished the 
work there without removing that part 
from that machine. 

“When I took hold of the tool making 
proposition, I made it my business to de- 
vise tools for the making of all parts of

of the machinery, we began with machines 
for making the moving parts. For in- 
stance, there was the machine for the mak- 
ing of what we call the fourth pinion. 
“This pinion carries the second hand of 
a watch. The previous method of mak- 
ing it had been by separate and distinct 


operations to the number of, perhaps 25 | 


or 30. A man or woman did just one thing 
on the pinion, and for that work got a 
certain price. 

“T finally tinkered up a machine on 
which the pinion was started in the rough, 
and when it was turned out it was ready 
for hardening, the whole work being done 
at a less cost than the cost of simply tak- 
ing off the burrs of the pinion by the old 
method.” 

“Tell me something about one of these 
machines for making any one of the mov- 
ing parts of a watch, and what it does,” 
suggested The Sun man. 

“Well,” said Mr. Church, “I suppose I 
might tell you something about the ma- 
chine for making what we call the balance 
staff. Under the old order of things there 
were, perhaps, 20 operations in the mak- 
ing of a balance staff, while now only one 
operation is required, and that is per- 
formed by the machine. All that is neces- 
sary is to polish the pivots after the ma- 
chines does its work. 

“To be a little more explicit: The bal- 
ance staffs are made from steel wire, in 
lengths of 36 inches, and about as large 
around, speaking of the average sizes, as 
the lead in a pencil. 

“One of these wires is run into a hollow 
spindle, its free end being held in place 
by what is known as a tail-stock center. 
In this position the wire is worked upon 
in succession by six different turning tools, 
each tool being attached to what we call 
a revolving tool-post. 

“For instance, the first tool applied to 
the wire is what is known as a roughing

another tool, called the first finishing tool, 
is applied to the rod. 

“That does its work, and so, in succes- 
sion, the wire is worked upon by all of the 
tools until it is turned out a finished staff, 
pivots and all. Some idea of the fineness 
of the work may be obtained when I tell 
you that some of the pivots, when they 
leave this machine, are no larger than a 
human hair.” 

“When you get through, if you did get 


through, devising machinery for making | 


the moving parts of a watch, what kind 
of machines did you next turn your atten- 
tion to?” asked The Sun man. 

“Oh, then I began fussing with machines 
for making plates and other things, and 
the tools with which the machines might 
work. Take our plate-drilling machine, 
for instance. 

“You know, before we made this ma- 
chine, the holes in a watch plate were 
drilled by hand through what is known 
A jig is a flat piece of metal 
with holes drilled through in correspond- 
ing positions to the location of the holes 
made in the piece operated on. The piece 
to be operated on is clamped to the jig, 
and the holes are drilled in it through the 
jig holes. 

“By the present method the jig is ren- 
dered obsolete, and the holes in the watch 
plate are made by bringing any determined 
point on the plate over a revolving tool, 
which centers it, and over another tool 
which drills the hole. By the old method 
enough plates were spoiled in the drilling 
to cover more than the cost of the entire 
work as done now. 

“But perhaps the machine which most 
interests the layman of all those at the 
works is the automatic plate-recessing and 
This machine is fitted with 
a certain number of metal arms, if you 
want to call them arms, and the arms fitted 
with metal fingers. 

“The machine is so constructed that 
the first arm swings around to what we 


call the magazine in which the watch plates | 


to be operated on are stored. The plates 
in the magazine are simply plain metal 
discs. The first arm picks up one of these 
discs and carries it to the first spindle,

worked upon by a turning tool. 

“Held in this position the tool cuts from 
the disc so much of the metal in a particu- 
lar place as is necessary to make room for 
a moving part of the watch. When this 
particular tool has done its work, another 
arm, similar to the first, carries the disc 
to a second spindle, where it is held while 
being worked upon by another tool, which 
continues the recessing work. 

“When the plate is passed through the 
clutches of the fingers of six of these metal 
arms it is completely recessed on one side 
and ready for all the moving parts that 
belong to that side of the plate. 

“The discs thus recessed are deposited 
in another magazine, at the opposite end 
of the machine, and from this they are 
picked up automatically by the arms of 
another piece of mechanism, through which 
they are nassed to be recessed on the other 
side.

of a watch that our machines at Waltham 
do not perform is the drilling of the jewels. 
We buy the jewels ready cut, and the holes 
in them vary to such an extent that we 
have to make pivots to fit the holes. 

“But the time is coming when we will 
have a machine there for drilling the jewels 
and then we will start a watch in one ma- 
chine and, generally speaking, not a hand 
will touch it until it is turned out of the 
last machine, a completed watch. 

“But the trouble we have to contend 
with is our inability to make our machines 
fast enough. We make them all ourselves 
now, and the machine shop is five years 
behind the designs. 

“Up to date, I have devised 150 machines 
for the making of parts of watches. I 
may be wrong, but I think this is a greater 
number of machines than all the other 
mechanicians in this country combined 
have devised. 

“For a long time we used to patent my 
machines, but a few years ago we gave 
that up. We found that the expense of 
patenting was a practically useless one, 
since the machines couldn’t very well be 
imitated and they wouldn’t be of much use 
outside of Waltham if they were imitated. 
If our machine shop ever catches up with 
my designers, I’ll have work enough for 
it to keep going for another five years.” 

Ten years ago the output at Waltham 
was 1,700 watches a day, and this required 
the employment of 8,000 hands. To-day, 
through the use of Mr. Church’s machines 
and their tools, the output is 2,700 watches 
a day, and the number of hands has been 
increased by only 200. 

Those now employed get a much higher 
rate of wages than the old hands, because 
greater skill on the part of the individual 
is required to operate the Church ma- 
chines. On an average the women receive 
$10 a week, and the men $18. 

But this does not show, to highest ad- 
vantage, the value of Mr. Church’s inven- 
tions. Their real value is shown when it is 
stated that, speaking roughly, the cost of 
spoiled material, before he went to Wal- 
tham, almost equalled the present cost of 
production. 

In other words, it costs 50 per cent. less 
now to make a watch than it did when 
Mr. Church went to Waltham, 20 years 
ago. It will thus be seen that the officers 
of the American Waltham Watch Co. 
are not far wrong when they say that 
Mr. Church’s inventions have revolution- 


ized the watchmaking industry in the 
United States. 
But Mr. Church is not interested in 


watchmaking machinery alone. Since the 
automobile came into use he has been 
studying that. He has come to the concliu- 
sion that the only practical automobile for 
all sorts of uses is one run by gasolene. 

He believes that he has devised an auto- 
mobile which will run with practically no 
noise, which will be practically odorless, 
and can be run over all kinds of roads and 
up and down almost any old grade. When 
he gets time, he says, he is going to build 
automobiles after his model and, to use 
his own expression, “There'll be some fun 
in riding in one of them.” 

Mr. Church is seriously handicapped by 
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ill health. For several years he has had 
a serious affection of the heart, so serious, 
in fact, that he never permits himself to 
distance alone.
